Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  ray  Annual  Report  for  1924. 

The  year  was  relatively  sunless  and  wet,  the  hea^'iest  rainfall  for  40 
years  being  recorded.  Under  these  circumstances  it  is  not  surprising  to  find 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  bronchitis  (+b0),  pulmonary 
tubercle  (+32)  and  in  old  age  (+20).  These  increases,  taken  along  with 
73  deaths  caused  by  a spring  outbreak  of  influenza  and  the  gradual  increase 
in  cancer  deaths,  raised  the  death  rate  from  its  lowe.st  record,  12-4  in  1923, 
to  13-6  in  1924. 


Fewer  Births. 

There  were  registered  only  255  more  births  than  deaths,  our  birth  rate 
having  fallen  to  15-4,  which  approximates  to  the  low  rates  recorded  late  in 
the  war.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  is  the  lowest  on  record,  being  just 
under  60 ; this  figure  compares  with  75  for  England  and  Wales  and  80  for 
the  105  great  towns. 

The  Purity  of  our  Water  Supplies. 

The  record  of  the  monthly  bacteriological  examinations  of  oirr  five 
sources  of  w'ater  supply,  kept  for  a period  of  over  20  years  by  your  Medical 
Officers  of  Health,  proved  to  be  of  first-rate  importance  in  the  promotion  of 
a Parliamentary  Bill  for  the  better  guarding  of  the  purity  erf  your  water 
supplies.  Fortunately  we  can  assure  the  public  that  our  water  is  pure  and 
with  the  passing  of  the  Act  Ave  can  now  more  effectively  take  precautions 
against  any  possibility  of  pollution. 

Slum  Clearance. 

The  housing  shortage  is  still  serious  and  must  be  overcome  before  r 
is  possible  to  clear  slum  areas  in  any  but  piecemeal  fashion.  During  1924 
167  houses  were  completed  by-  the  Council  and  126  by  private  enterprise 
ghdng  a total  of  295.  This  figure  does  not  seem  satisfactory  when  v' 
review  the  figures  for  1895  to  1905,  during  which  period  an  average  c 
445  houses  Avere  built  each  year  in  Brighton,  Aidthout  subsidy.  Considerin 
the  pressing  needs  of  our  Avorking  classes  caused  by  OA’-ercrowding  and  tb 
bad  condition  of  large  numbers  of  houses,  in  Avhich  they  have  to  liA'e,  a 
obstacles  to  the  quick  construction  of  large  numbers  of  houses  suitable  f( 
the  AVorking  classes  should  be  remoAmd. 

The  report,  Avhich  is  largely  statistical  sheAA's  an  increased  record  <

HEALTH  WEEK. 

A lecture  on  “ Sunlight  and  Health  ” was  given  at  the  Dome  on 
October  1st  by  Dr.  Saleeby.  The  meeting  of  some  1,800  people  was  presided 
■over  by  the  Mayor,  supported  by  Mr.  Councillor  Parry,  who  gave  some 
(interesting  statistics  regarding  the  health  of  Brighton.  At  this  year’s 
ilecture,  as  in  the  past,  we  arranged  for  the  seating  of  some  276  students 
from  the  Training  Colleges,  as  we  think  it  important  to  interest  our  student- 
teachers  in  health  matters.  A number  of  teachers  from  elementary  schools 
I were  present  and  also  the  staff  of  the  Queen’s  Nurses. 

This  was  one  of  the  most  successful  of  our  Health  Week  lectures, 
ilt  is  of  interest  to  record  that  along  with  his  own  lantern  slides.  Dr.  Saleeby 
shewed  photos  of  patients  receiving  sun  and  arc  lamp  treatment  at  the 
Sanatorium,  of  our  tuberculosis  children  being  taught  in  the  open  air,  also 
of  the  Aquarium  Club  for  phthisis  patients.  The  lecturer  asked  to  be 
allowed  to  take  two  of  these  slides  for  inclusion  in  his  lecture  set.

operations  for  tonsils  and  adenoids,  14  weeks.

The  home  nursing  is  made  the  more  valuable  as  the  nurses  employed 
have  from  time  to  time  personal  tuition  from  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  at 
the  Dispensary.  A report  is  received  from  the  Superhitendent  of  Nui-ses 
immediately  after  the  first  visit,  recording  the  patients’  condition  and  also 
giving  particulars  as  to  their  wants,  the  health  of  contacts,  and  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  home.  Subsequent  reports  are  sent  when  necessary.  For 
these  services  an  annual  grant  of  £300  is  made  by  the  Council  to  the  fund 
•of  the  Queen’s  Nurses,  roughly  at  the  rate  of  9d.  per  visit. 

Bedsteads  with  bedding  were  lent  to  enable  several  patients  to  sleep 
alone.  The  number  of  bedsteads  lent  at  one  time  averaged  12. 

Y' here  necessary  water  beds  have  been  loaned  to  advanced  cases. 

Two  bath  chairs,  the  property  of  the  Pensions  Committee,  have  been 
m use  by  various  ex-ser\  iee  patients  during  the  year.

ARTIFICIAL  PNEUMOTHORAX. 

I The  Tuberculosis  Officer  reports  that  this  treatment,  which  consists 
Lollapse  of  the  diseased  lung  by  injecting  air  into  the  chest  cavity,  is  used 
jsuitable  cases  at  the  Sanatorium.  The  injections  have  to  be  repeated  at 
ervals  for  several  years,  or  even  indefinitely.  In  the  opinion  of  some 
:horities  it  is  the  greatest  advance  in  the  treatment  of  individual  cases  of 
isumption  since  the  introduction  of  the 'open-air  method.  Hitherto  it 
^ s been  used  by  us  only  in  active  febrile  cases,  with  extensive  disease  in  one 
"ig,  but  the  other  lung  relatively  clear,  where  prolonged  treatment  by 
liiiary  Sanatorium  methods  has  failed  to  improve  the  condition  ; or  for 
smoiJtysis  otherwise  uncontrollable.  The  number  of  patients  in  the  ward 
p,ny  given  time  who  are  suitable  subjects  is  therefore  small,  but  it  is 
obable  that  a large  number  of  patients  would  be  benefited  by  it  at  some 
ige  of  their  disease  if  it  was  started  at  the  appropriate  time.  At  present 
cases  are  under  treatment,  3 as  in-patients,  4 as  out-patients.  The 
fethod  involves  a considerable  expenditure  of  time  and  judgment  in  its 
plication.  Repeated  X-Ray  examinations  are  needed,  and  for  these  the 
tients  at  present  have  to  be  taken  to  the  Dispensary.  The  operation  has 
en  done  at  the  Dispensary  or  the  patient’s  home  in  a few  instances,  but 
eally  the  out-patients  come  up  for  their  “ refills  ” to  the  Sanatorium, 
lere  they  remain  a few  hours  for  a rest  and  a meal  before  returning  home  ; 
some  cases  it  is  advisable  for  them  to  stay  the  night.  In  a few  cases  the 
jatment  has  been  begun  at  Sanatoria  elsewhere,  and  continued  here,

j Excluding  patients  still  in  the  Sanatoria,  and  those  from  outside

' at  an  advanced  stage  of  the  disease.  In  7,  it  was  not  possible  to  get  any 
llapse  of  lung  owing  to  adhesions  ; the  average  duration  of  life  in  these 
I tients  was  11  months  after  the  attempt.  In  8 cases,  the  treatment  w^as 
sandoned,  either  because  the  amount  oi  collapse  of  the  diseased  lung 
hich  could  be  obtained  was  too  small  to  be  of  value,  or  because  disease 
!came  active  in  the  other  lung  or  elsew'here  ; average  duration  of  life  9-2 
onths.  In  7,  it  was  possible  to  obtain  good  collapse  of  the  diseased 
Mg  ; average  duration  of  life  to  date,  33  2 months.

THE  IMIDWIVES  ACT,  1902. 

During  1924,  48  midwives,  16  of  whom  were  in  private  practice, 
linotified  their  intention  to  practise  in  the  area.  Of  the  latter  3 did  not 
jiengage  in  practice,  and  3 were  in  practice  for  a short  time  only.  Of  tlie  total 
,43  had  passed  a qualif5dng  examination  and  5 were  in  practice  prior  to 
; the  passing  of  the  Act  in  1901  ; of  the  latter,  one  is  illiterate. 

The  number  of  visits  paid  to  midwives  was  54.  To  all  private  midwives 
living  and  practising  in  Brighton  at  least  one  visit  was  paid  quarterly.

During  the  year  £146  17s.  was  paid  by  the  Council  to  doctors  called  in 
hy  midwives  on  94  occasions  and  during  the  same  period  £71  ISs.  was 
recovered  from  patients. 
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' SUSSEX  MATERNITY  AND  WOMEN’S  HOSPITAL. 

The  staff  of  certified  midwives  at  this  Hospital  and  its  branches  numbered 
15.  The  Council  pays  £60  for  the  salary  of  one  midwife  appointed  at  their 
suggestion  on  the  1st  May,  1919.  The  total  number  of  confinements 
attended  was  1,529  ; of  this  total  1,158  belonged  to  Brighton,  289  being 
primiparae  and  869  being  multiparae.  Fifty-four  pupils  were  trained 
during  1924,  all  of  whom  obtained  the  Certificate  of  the  Central  Midwives 
Board.  A ward  containing  13  beds  is  set  aside  for  maternity  cases.  In 
addition  there  are  now  nine  beds  in  private  wards  for  paying  patients. 

At  the  ante-natal  clinic  1,020  patients  were  examined,  who  made  1,508 
attendances; 

Under  the  1923  agreement  152  patients  were  admitted  during  the  year 
1924;  the  number  of  in-patient  days  was  2,402.  The  Council  pay  the 
Hospital  7s.  6d.  a day  for  each  of  these  patients.  Thedotal  cost  was  £988 
12s.  6d.,  of  which  £267  12s.  6d.  was  paid  by  the  patients  and  the  Sussex 
Pi  •evident  Scheme.

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

Twelve  cases  were  notified  or  -54  per  100  births  ; seven  of  these  were 
ery  mild.  Seven  cases  -were  nursed  at  home  by  the  Queen’s  Nurses,  who 
■aid  721  visits  (100  visits  per  case).  No  case  was  admitted  to  the 
lanatorium. 

Ulceration  of  the  cornea  did  not  occur  in  any  case. 

Smears  of  the  discharge  were  taken  in  10  cases.  Gonococci  were  found 
a one  case.  (All  cases  were  under  treatment  when  the  smears  were  taken.) 

On  January  1st,  1921,  almost  all  the  midwives  practising  in  Brighton, 
ncluding  those  working  from  the  Sussex  Maternity  and  Women’s  Hospital, 
woptcd  the  practice  of  the  routine  instillation  of  drops  of  Argyrol  (ten  per 
‘ent.  strength)  into  the  eyes  of  infants  at  birth,  in  addition  to  other  routine 
precautions  against  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.

In  consequence,  a visit  was  paid  to  three  farms  and  thirty  sample.s  ( 
milk  were  submitted  to  examination.  Two  cows  were  traced  on  two  farm 
and  were  slaughtered  at  the  Brighton  Abattoir.  Post-mortem  examinatic 
revealed  one  cow  to  have  tuberculous  odder,  lungs  and  mesentery.  T1 
other  cow  shewed  tuberculous  lesions  only  in  the  pharyngeal  and  mesenten 
glands.

The  Registrar-General  estimates  the  population  of  Brighton  for  192< 
to  be  137,900,  and  the  area  of  the  District  to  be  2,639  acres. 

There  are  17  “ Provided  ” Schools,  including  one  for  Mentally  Defeotivi 
Children,  and  14  “ Non-Provided  ” Schools  under  the  Local  Educatioi 
Authority,  comprising  78  departments.

The  Medical  Staff  consists  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  actir 
as  School  Medical  Officer,  three  Medical  Assistants,  one  of  whom  isa  womar 
two  Dentists,  four  Nurses,  and  four  Clerks — one  of  the  clerks  being  attache 
to  the  Dental  Department. 

Co-ordination  of  the  Medical  Services. 

The  close  co-operation  of  the  School  Medical  Service  with  the  oth 
health  services  in  the  Borough,  described  in  previous  reports,  has  be 
fully  maintained. 

The  Infant  Welfare  Medical  Officer  reported  to  this  department  t 
names  of  88  children  who  had  been  under  her  observation,  who  had  becoi  j 
of  school  age.  The  medical  record  cards  of  these  children  are  attached 
the  medical  inspection  schedules  and  are  of  considerable  value. 

Children  suspected  of  tuberculosis  are  referred  to  the  Tuberculo 
Officer  for  confirmatioti  of  diagnosis,  and,  in  addition,  the  Tuberculc. 
Officer  keeps  this  department  informed  as  to  the  progress  of  tuhercu 
children.

The  three  Code  Groii})s  : Entrants,  Intermediates  and  Leavers,  ! 
medically  inspected  in  all  the  schools.  Also  children  found  defectiv< 
previous  inspections,  children  in  employment  and  phthisis  contacts  ' 
examined,  the  condition  of  the  last  group  being  reported  to  the 
culosis  Officer.  Specials,  i.e.,  children  not  included  in  the  Code  Groups, 
slmwn  at  the  request  of  the  parent  or  head  teacher,  were  also  inspected, 
this  way  the  majority  of  defective  children,  apart  from  the  Code  Gro 
were  examined  and  kept  under  observ'ation. 
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In  the  Code  Groups,  6,264  children  were  inspected,  an  increase  of  880 
i!.923.  This  increase  is  most  marked  in  the  Entrants  Group,  where  680 
I e children  were  inspected  ; the  Leavers  Group  shows  an  increase  of  204, 
Gst  the  Intermediate  Group  shows  a decrease  of  4.  Of  the  Entrants 
;Up,  whilst  there  is  an  increase  in  the  numbers  inspected  in  each  age 
It  interesting  to  note  that  the  largest  increase  is  in  the  4-year-old  age 
rip,  where  795  children  were  inspected,  as  compared  with  345  in  1923. 
Is  increase  was  expected  as  in  1920  Brighton’s  births  numbered  3,087, 
{ highest  on  record.  In  the  5-year-old  group  the  increase  is  125  and  we 
(C  for  a great  increase  for  1925.

Attendance  of  Parents. 

At  the  medical  inspections  3,139  parents  attended,  out  of  7,557  wl 
were  invited  to  the  medical  inspections — a percentage  of  41.5.  For  tl 
previous  year  the  percentage  of  attendances  was  49.8  and  for  1922  48  p 
cent.  The  highest  attendance  was  with  the  Infants — 51.2  per  cent. ; wi 
the  Girls  39.8  per  cent.,  and  with  the  Boys  29.6  per  cent. 

The  percentage  of  actual  refusals  of  parents  to  submit  their  childr 
to  medical  inspection  was  3.4  per  cent.  This  compares  very  unfavoural 
with  the  refusals  for  1923,  when  the  percentage  was  2.9.  The  number 
children  absent  on  the  day  of  inspection  was  1,029,  and  the  number 
refusals  was  266.  During  1924,  for  the  first  time,  the  schools  were  visi 
twice  in  the  year  for  medical  inspection,  and  many  missed  at  the  f 
inspection,  because  of  absence  of  the  pupil  or  the  refusal  of  the  parei 
were  examined  at  the  second  inspection.  In  spite  of  this  the  percentage 
Code  Group  children  actually  examined  in  1924  was  82.8  per  cent.,  w 
for  the  previous  year  it  was  89.4  per  cent.

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MEDICAL  TREATMENT. 

•^xirged  Tonsils  and  Adenoids. 

The  same  arrangements  for  the  operative  treatment  for  enlarged  tonsils 
adenoids,  described  in  prevdous  reports,  were  in  force  during  the  year, 
{ I we  have  again  to  record  a successful  year’s  work  in  this  important  branch 
( ;reatment. 

The  number  treated  was  282.  The  total  number  of  children  who  have 
ieived  operative  treatment  through  tlie  agency  of  the  School  Clinic  is 
,V  2,785. 

As  in  previous  years,  all  children  w^ho  have  been  treated  are  visited 
) home  by  the  school  Nurses  the  day  after  operation  and  on  succeeding 
4^s,  if  necessary.  Before  being  sent  home  they  are  seen  by  the  Resident 
Jiical  Officer  at  the  Sanatorium  and  if,  in  his  opinion,  they  are  not  fit 
4^0  they  are  detained  for  the  night,  or  longer,  if  necessary.  During  the 
'.r  the  number  of  children  so  detained  was  20,  and  in  addition  three  others 
i’e  kept  in  as  their  home  surroundings  were  unsatisfactory. 

! All  children  treated  are  seen  at  the  School  Clinic  a week  later  and 
iir  general  condition  and  state  of  the  throat  and  nose  noted  on  their 
'isil  and  Adenoid  Record  Cards.  The  parents  are  advised  as  to  any 
ther  treatment  required  and  advice  with  regard  to  breathing  and 
.giene  of  the  nose  given. 

They  are  also  seen  again  a year  after  operation,  and  their  condition 
cd  and  compared  with  their  ccnditicn  as  found  prior  to  operation. 

We  are  thus  able  to  observe  the  results  of  the  treatment  and  from  a 
eful  consideration  we  are  undoubtedly  able  to  sum  up  the  results  as 
ng  exceedingly  satisfactory,  and  this  is  endorsed  by  the  remarks  of  the 
jority  of  the  parents. 

From  the  notes  taken  at  these  “ year  after  operation  ” visits,  and 
' Qparing  with  the  condition  before  or  at  operation,  w'e  publish  again  the 
.'owing  table,  dealing  only  in  this  table  with  the  more  serious  symptoms 
k)rded,  e,g.  deafness,  otorrhoea  (discharging  ears)  and  enuresis  (bed- 
)tting).

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suitable  are  treated  by  the  “ dry  ” method — the  results  from  this  raethc 
of  treatment  being  very  satisfactory.

Zinc  Ionisation  Treatment  for  Discharging  Ears. 

In  previous  reports,  full  details  of  this  method  of  treatment  have  bei 
given  (1923  and  1924). 

During  the  year  under  review,  27  cases  were  ionised  and  of  these  • 
were  cured,  i.e.,  85  per  cent.

Clinic  if  any  discharge  should  appear  at  a subsequent  date.  Several  k 
been  brought  with  a suspected  ear  discharge,  but  on  examination  it  1 
proved  to  be  soft  cerumen  (wax).  Others,  howev'er,  have  had  a recurrer 
The  majority  of  these  have  been  due  to  “ colds,”  and  one  commern 
discharging  again  after  chicken-pox.

'Hng  their  visits  a new  case  is  discovered,  the  child  is  sent  to  the  Clinic  for 
^ diagnosis  to  be  confirmed ; in  suspicious  cases  specimen  hairs  are  examined 
' croscopioally.  When  the  diagnosis  is  confirmed,  contacts,  i.e.,  children 
• the  same  family,  or  children  living  in  the  same  house,  are  visited  by  the 
vrse  and  examined,  as  ringworm,  especially  of  the  scalp,  is  a disease  which 
feads  to  other  children,  and  the  results  obtained  b}'^  the  examination  of

' During  the  past  year  we  continued  the  examination  of  home  contacts, 
the  following  results  : —

^ication  of  Menially  Defective  Children. 

I The  Special  School  for  Mentally  Defective  Children  is  situated  in 
llingdean  Road.  During  the  year  alterations  have  been  made,  enlarging 
playgrounds  for  the  boys  and  girls,  and  also  a re-arrangement  of  the 
atory  accommodation  was  carried  out. 

This  School  had  a certified  accommodation  for  60  pupils,  but  by  a 
nre  recent  order  from  the  Board  of  Education,  the  accommodation  was 
ireased  to  70,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  69  children  were  on  the  school 
1. 

One  parent  refused  to  send  his  boy  to  this  School,  although  the  boy 
8 undoubtedly  mentally  defective.  The  case  was  referred  to  the 
igi.strates  under  Section  54  of  the  Education  Act.  The  Magistrates 

Ioided  to  give  the  parent  till  the  end  of  the  term  in  December  to  send 
' boy  voluntarily — otherwise  the  necessary  order  would  be  made. 

Good  work  continues  to  bo  done  in  the  School,  and  the  majority  of 
3 children  show  decided  progress.  During  the  j^ear  one  boy  was 
ficiharged  and  returned  to  an  ordinary  elementary  school  starting  there 
I the  Backward  Class.

DIPHTHERIA.

A S^OTES  FROM  THE  AnNUAL  RePORT  ON  PHYSICAL  TRAINING  FOR  1924. 
By  Mr.  Watters,  Whole-time  Organiser  of  Physical  Training. 

t The  phj’sical  training  in  the  majority  of  the  classes  in  all  departments 
f )wed  an  appreciable  advance  on  that  of  the  preceding  year.  In  a number 
3 classes,  however,  repeated  vi.sits  showed  little  or  no  improvement  in  the 
i rk. 

The  progressive  games  scheme,  started  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year, 
s considerably  extended,  but  much  remains  to  be  done  before  this  scheme 
; 1 be  modified  to  suit  the  varying  conditions  in  the  schools. 

? ackers'  Classes. 

A physical  training  class  for  women  teachers  was  held  on  Monday 
\ enings,  from  7.30  to  8.30,  at  York  Place  Secondary  School.  The  class 
'i  us  successfully  carried  on  for  a session  of  twenty  weeks. 

' rjaniscd  Games. 

This  branch  of  physical  training  showed  steady  improvement  and  the 
imber  of  children  attending  the  parks  was  considerably  higher  than  in

■|19  in  1923.  This  total,  although  considerably  below  that  of  last  season, 
^'mpares  very  favourably  with  the  total  number  of  passes  in  other  years. 
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At  the  invitation  of  the  Committee,  Mrs.  Austin,  Secretary  of  tb 
Amateurs’  Swimming  Association,  gave  an  interesting  and  very  helpfj 
.demonstration  with  a class  of  children  at  North  Road  Baths  in  the  earl 
part  of  the  season. 

The  Elementary  Schools  Swimming  Association  reported  that  123  gir 
passed  the  fifty  yards  test,  and  155  boys  passed  the  hundred  yards  test.  1 
these  and  to  the  children  who  passed  the  tests  in  previous  years,  4,4J 
l)roficiency  tickets  were  isflued  by  the  Committee  at  a cost  of  £30  ISs.  4d. 

JSwimming  Clubs. 

The  demand  for  swimming  club  facilities  was  again  far  in  excess  of  tl 
number  of  periods  available.  At  the  beginning  of  the  season  a circular  lett 
was  sent  to  all  schools  giving  the  teachers  the  option  of  combining  wii 
another  school  and  attending  once  a week,  or  of  attending  alone  once 
fortnight.  The  majority  of  the  teachers  preferred  the  fortnightly  period

It  was  claimed  for  this  fluid  that  one  filling  of  the  bath — approximah 
40,000  gallons  of  water— could  be  saved  each  week. 

Dr.  Forbes,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  made  several  w’ater  tests  a 
reported  that,  while  Voxsan  consideraby  reduced  the  number  of  bacteria  ^ 
the  water,  he  considered  it  advisable  to  continue  the  usual  practice  of  filli 
the  bath  twice  a week.

SECONDARY  SCHOOLS. 

Routine  medical  inspection  was  carried  out  in  the  Secondary  Scho 
in  accordance  with  the  Act.  This  was  the  fifth  year  of  medical  inspecti 
and,  as  in  previous  years,  the  arrangements  worked  smoothly.  '1 
respective  Principals  gave  much  help  and  rendered  every  facility. 

The  number  of  pupils  attending  the  Secondary  Schools  are  : — Bo 
Department  578  ; Girls’  Department  417  ; and  of  these  211  Bo3'.s  and  1 
Girls  were  inspected,  i.e.,  34  4 per  cent,  of  the  Secondary’  scholars 
medically  inspected.  Twenty-one  special  cases  w’ere  examined,  » 
re-inspection  of  those  found  defective  at  previous  inspections  numbeJ- 
117 — 70  boys  and  47  girls.
